HARRISBURG, PA. (UPI) - Officials 
of the Pennsylvania American Legion to­ 
day said at least 12 members who at­ 
tended a recent convention in 
Philadelphia have died of a mysterious 


houses and vacation homes tossed about 
like toys by a 10-foot-tall wall of water.

Officials said some 
bodies were recovered as far as 12 miles 
from the canyon mouth and others were 
trapped in debris scattered along the 


river. 
“We could be finding them bodies as 
far east as Nebraska,” said Sheriff Bob 
Watson. 
Hovey said some bodies may not be 
found for months "and it is very possible 
some may never be recovered.” 
Heavy rain, fog and low clouds kept 
rescue helicopters from flying into the 
area. Visibility at Loveland was down to 
300 yards and it was worse in the canyon. 
“It’s almost like nighttime up there 
it’s so dark,” said Bill Schmidt, an 
employe of a Loveland aviation com­ 
pany, hours after sunrise. 
Mud was too deep for four-wheel drive 
vehicles and horses, but professional 
rescue teams tried to get Into the area on 
foot. Officials said one woman tried to 
get into the area on her horse to recover 
a body but the horse sank belly deep in 
mud and both rider and horse had to be 
rescued.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - 
Palestinians and leftists report- 
ed heavy clashes with Syrian 
troops in southern Lebanon to­ 
day despite a new peace pact. 
But Palestinian , sources said a 
surprise cabinet switch in Syria 
may ease the confrontation. 
Fighting also flared in the 
mountains northeast of Beirut 
and in the suburbs of,the 
capital, where doctors warned 
of mass death by dehydration at 


the Palestinian refugee camp of 
Tal Zataar, under siege by 
Christians for 43 days. 
Khalil Salem, the director 
of the Lebanese Finance 
Ministry who was kidnaped last 
week, was found dead today in a 
Palestinian-controlled sector of 
West Beirut. No further details 
were immediately available. 
Leftists and Palestinians said 
fierce fighting raged around the 
town of Jezzine 14 miles east of 


the southern port of Sidon. 
Syrian troops were reported to 
be advancing toward Sidon un­ 
der the cover of artillery fire. 
The Palestinians said the 
Syrians had reached the village 
of Rum, 11 miles to the east, 
and heavy fighting had erupted 
in the town. 
Rightist Christians and the in­ 
dependent newspaper A1 Anwar 
both accused Libya of diverting 
arms from Arab peacekeeping 
Canneries try to salvage crops; 
coal miners continue defiance 


United Press International 
California canneries worked 
to salvage crops that piled up 
during a strike but coal miners 
who triggered massive walk­ 
outs in the coalfields continued 
a strike in defiance of their un­ 
ion and the courts. 
New York City averted a 
strike against proprietary hos­ 
pitals but braced for another 
walkout against municipal hos­ 
pitals. 
California canneries operated 
through the weekend to process 
tomatoes, peaches and pears 
that piled up during an 11-day 
cannery strike that hit northern 
California agriculture at the 
peak of the harvest season. The 
strike by the cannery workers 
ended Saturday. 
The agreement was expected 
to cost consumers two-to-three- 
cents a can on some fruits and 
vegetables by autumn, when 
new packings hit grocers’ 
shelves. 
Most of the 60,000 workers 
were expected to be back on the 
job today but industry officials 
said it probably would take un- 


til mid-week before full produc­ 
tion can resume. 
The end of the strike also put 
fruit pickers back in the fields. 
With peaches and tomatoes rot­ 
ting in the fields, canneries — 
anticipating union acceptance 
of the contract — gave growers 
the go-ahead to resume limited 
picking Friday night. The pact 
was approved Saturday. 
But labor woes continued in 
the coallfields. Only a fourth of 
the 260 members of United 
Mine Workers Local 1756 — 
which began the coalfield 
walkout two weeks ago to 
protest a judge’s interference 
in a labor dispute — showed up 
for a meeting in Charleston, W. 
V. and voted to remain off the 
job until management meets 
with the miners. 
The decision came despite a 
federal judge’s offer to throw 
out $300,000 in fines against the 
local if the men returned to 
work. 
The strike had spread to 
miners in Virginia, Ohio, Ken­ 
tucky. 
Illinois. Pennsylvania 
and Indiana.

Parents of the two boys found the collapsed tank Sunday morning 
and needed a tractor to remove the rubble over their sons’ bodies. 
Gesling lived with his family in the Los Angeles suburb of Downe 
and was visiting the Pud wills at their ranch in central California. 


Indiana mines resumed work 
Monday. 
Thousands of striking West 
Virginia coal miners appeared 
ready to return to work after 
two weeks off the job and some 
12,000 had agreed to show up to­ 
day. 
But miners traditionally 
refuse to cross picket lines and 
roving pickets were expected to 
shutdown most mines in the 
state by posting one or two men 
at a site. 
A union representing 4,000 
employes at 18 proprietary 
hospitals in New York City Sun­ 
day accepted a management of­ 
fer to submit their contract dis­ 
pute to binding arbitration, 
averting a strike scheduled for 
today. 
But New York City Health 
Commissioner Lowell Beilin 
told voluntary hospitals to cut 
back elective admissions to 
make room for patients from 16 
municipal hospital which face a 
strike by 18,000 non professional 
workers Wednesday. Beilin said 
he would declare a health 
emergency in the event of a 
strike to allow police to clear a 
path through picket lines for 
delivery vehicles and other 
vehicles. 
But another health emergen­ 
cy was averted as Teamsters in 
New York’s Putnam and 
Westchester counties voted to 
return to work today, allowing 
garbage dumping to resume at 
the Crofton Point landfill. 
County and local officials had 
said they would declare a 
health emergency today if the 
three-week strike hadn't been 
settled. They were ready to call 
in the National 
Guard t 
operate the landfill.

SEVESO, Italy (UPI) - The 
Italian government ordered 
another mass evacuation today 
of an area contaminated by 
poisonous fumes and asked 
pregnant women to undergo 
medical tests to determine pos­ 
sible damage to their unborn 
children. 
Officials also asked a North 
Vietnamese expert on U.S. 
jungle defoliants to come to Ita­ 
ly to help detoxify the three- 
mile-wide polluted zone. 
The government said an 
evacuation of 410 more persons, 
including 100 children, would’ 
begin today from the area sur­ 
rounding the Swiss-owned 
ICMESA chemical factory 
north of Milan. 
A cloud of poisonous gas 
leaked from the plant July 10, 
causing widespread injuries 
and killing hundreds of animals. 
About 500 persons were treated 
for skin rashes and liver dis­ 
orders apparently caused by the 
chemical dioxine. 
Nearly 300 persons already 
have left the area. 
Officials also said they would 
open a special medical exami­ 
nation center for pregnant 
women in Seveso Soday to 
determine whether their un­ 
born children had been affected 
by the fumes. 
Doctors said the results 
would determine whether abor­ 
tions might be allowed. They 
have already warned the 
escaped gas might cause 
genetic damage and urged af­ 
fected couples to abstain from 
sexual intercourse for several 
months 
The government invited Dr. 
Ton That Thut of Hanoi’s Viet 


Due Hospital to come to Italy to 
demonstrate the method 
be 
developed for counteracting 
U.S. defoliants during the Viet­ 
nam War. 


Thut told members of parlia­ 
ment by telephone Sunday he 
was able to neutralize the gas 2- 
4-5 T, which like Italy’s 
poisonous fumes contained 
dioxine, by applying a solvent of 
vegetable oil and animal fats to 
affected aceas. 


The mixture reacted with 
sunlight to break down the 
molecular structure of the toxic 
chemical and render it harm­ 
less. he said. 


Italian officials said laborato­ 
ry tests showed traces of diox­ 
ine in the destroyed lungs of 
some rabbits found dead in the 
fields around the Seveso plant. 


Trinidad 


becomes 
republic 


PORT OF SPAIN, Trinidad 
and Tobago (UPI) — Trinidad 
and Tobago formally renounced 
its allegiance to Queen Eli­ 
zabeth II Sunday to become the 
world’s newest republic. 
The changeover ending 178 
years of British sovereignty an­ 
nounced last week by Governor 
General Sir Ellis Clark, oc­ 
curred at the stroke of midnight 
and this two-island nation in the 
southeastern corner of the 
Caribbean Sea became the 
d em o cra tic R epublic of 
Trinidad and Tobago. 


DAMASCUS, Syria (UPI) - 
Syrian .Prem ier Mahmoud 
Ayoubi resigned Sunday in a 
surprise move and was re­ 
placed by Maj. Gen. Abdul 
Rahman Khieifawi. who im­ 
mediately began talks on form­ 
ing a new cabinet. 
Khleifawi, a former premier 
and a member of the regional 
ami pan-Arab leadership of the 
ruling Socialist Baath party, 
was appointed by Syrian Presi­ 
dent Yafez Assad. 
Khleifawi was aided by 
Ayoubi and Baath party of­ 
ficials in his cabinet talks, 
political sources said. 


Highly placed political 
sources said t. e changeover 
was not expected to alter 
Syria’s Arab and international 
E 
licies, and most key mem- 
rs of the outgoing 31-member 
cabinet would be retained. 


(In B eirut, P alestinian 
sources called the Syrian 
cabinet switch a "hopeful 
sign.’’ They said Khleifawi was 
a personal friend of Yasser 


Arafat, leader of the Palestini­ 
an Liberation Organization, and 
more moderate than Ayoubi on 
the Palestinian-Syrian confron­ 
tation in Lebanon.) 
A youbi, p rem ier sin ce 
December 1872, offered his 
resignation in April 1875, 
sources said. 
But Assad did not accept the 
resignation then, the sources 
said, preferring to wait for a 
more opportune time. 
K h le ifa w i w as prim e 
minister from April, 1871, to 
Decem ber, 1872, when he 
resigned because of ill health 
ami was replaced by Ayoubi. 
Ayoubi is expected to be 
given a key post in the new 
government or else a top role in 
the pan-Arab command, which 
includes Syrians and other 
Arabs and deals with Arab is­ 
sues, the sources said. 
The government change coin­ 
cided with the 30th anniversary 
of Syria’s armed forces, but As­ 
sad did not mention the switch 
in his anniversary message to 
the troops. 
Britons arrested as 
spies facing death 


NAIROBI, Kenya UPI) - 
Two Britons arrested in Ugan­ 
da on spying charges probably 
will go before a military 
tribunal and may be sentenced 
to death by firing squad, 
diplomatic sources waid today. 
D iplom ats said the two 
arrested Britons — Graham 
Clegg, 38, and his friend Jack 
Tulley, 65 — were in Kampala, 
but there was no further word 
on their fate. 
Clegg was arrested July 27 — 
the day before Britain severed 
relations with Uganda — on 
charges of Spying. Tulley was 
arrested when he inquired 
about Clegg at a police station. 
The diplomatic sources said 
the two probably will face 
a military tribunal. If found 
guilty they probably will be 
sentenced to death before a tir­ 
ing squad, the source said. 
Only President Idi Amin can 
commute such sentences, as he 
did last year in the case of 
British lecturer Dennis Hills. 
Hills was sentenced to death 
for calling Amin a village 
tryant in an unpublished 
manuscript but was later freed 
after the personal intervention 


of the British Foreign Minister 
James Callaghan. 
Diplom ats also have ex­ 
pressed concern that Amin will 
use the two arrested English­ 
men and perhaps some of the 
other 200 to 300 Britons in the 
country as political pawns. 


He already has warned the 
Britons they are being closely

Superstitions influence 
eating and planting 


Superstitions and beliefs still influence 
eating and food planting habits in many 
areas of the world, including the United 
SU tes. These beliefs developed from 
man’s need to feel that he had some con­ 
trol of his destiny, according to an arti­ 
cle in a recent issue of the Journal of the 
American Dietetic Association. 
As a consequence, he developed 
“ magical” practices to assure success in 
planting and preparing food. Also, on 
certain days of the year, everyday foods 
acquired special qualities and were 
eaten to renew health ami assure suc­ 
cess. 
Earlier generations believed that 
foods that grow underground, such as 
potatoes and carrots, should be planted 
when the moon is decreasing or on the 
’’down sign.” 
Plants that produce food above ground, 
such as corn and beans, were plated in 
the moon's waxing or “ up sign.” Follow­ 
ing these signs assured abundant growth. 
The moon also figures in the prepara­ 
tion of food. Sauerkraut, for example, 
was made in the “ down sign” so the cab­ 
bage would stay down in the bottom of 
the crock and remain covered with salt 
brine. 
Many beliefs remain that foods eaten 
on special days of the year assure good 
health and prosperity during the 
remainder of the year. The moat super­ 
stitions probably revolve around New 
Year’s Day. The Romans, for instance, 
ate honey out of white jars so that the 
new year would be filled with sweetness 
and immunity from illness. For people of 


German descent, New Year’s Day is a 
day of feasting on sauerkraut and pork, 
which brings good luck and health. 
Many Americans of German descent 
celebrate Shrove Tuesday, the day 
before the beginning of Lent, by eating 
“ facht-nachts” or feast cakes. The first 
three baked are fed to the chickens to in­ 
sure an abundance of good eggs for the 
rest of the year. 
Among Pennsylvania Germans, the 
Thursday before Good Friday is known 
as 
“ Green Thursday.” On this day 
housewives search the fields for 
something green to cook. The purpose is 
to cleanse the body and counteract the 
meat and dough dishes eaten during the 
“ six weeks of want” — the early spring, 
when the previous season’s vegetables 
and fruits have been eaten and fresh 
vegetables unavailable. 
The feast of St. Martin, Nov. 11, is a day 
of thanksgiving among Pennsylvania 
Germans. The barns have been filled and 
the larders stocked with the fall harvest. 
The traditional feature of the Martinmas 
feast is roast goose which assures the 
family of good health throughout the 
year. 
Food folklore is the result of the at­ 
tempts of earlier generations to coor­ 
dinate their world according to cause 
and effect. 
To coordinate menu planning and as­ 
sure good nutrition, the California Dieeti 
Association recommends daily selec­ 
tions from each of the four food groups — 
milk, meat, vegetables and fruits, and 
breads and cereals

Retention of Dr. Robert L. 
Hoover, an assistant at Califor­ 
nia Polytechnic University at 
San Luis Obispo at a maximum 
fee of 9900 to conduct 
archaeological studies neces­ 
sary for a final environmental 
impact report on the Santa 
Ynez wastewater treatment 
project was approved by direc­ 
tors of the Santa Ynez Com­ 
munity Services D istrict 
Wednesday night. 
Dr. Hoover is familiar with 
the area and has worked 
previously in archaeological 
.studies on the Santa Ynez In­ 
dian R eservation. He is 
scheduled to commence his 
studies for the district next 
Monday with three days of field 
reconnaissance work involving 
a surface examination of pre­ 
historic sites in the entire area 
involved in a pair of alter­ 
natives for the project. 
The alternatives and the sec­ 
tors involved include a regional 
system which would carry 
sewage material from Santa 
Ynez to the Sotvang Municipal 
Improvement District plant via 
a pipeline and river crossing 
and a local system which would 
involve the building by the 
Santa Ynez District of Its own 
plant along the Santa Ynez 
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River. 
The local system calls for the 
creation of a 12-inch gravity in­ 
terceptor along Zanja de Cota 
Creek through the Santa Ynez 
Indian Reservation. The in­ 
terceptor would terminate at a 
sanitary treatment plant which 
would be owned and operated 
by the Santa Ynez District at a 
site near the Santa Ynez River. 
Witnesses who appeared at a 
pair of public EIR hearings in 
June and July all favored the 
regional system which latest 
figures from engineers from 
both SYCSD and SMID revealed 
total costs of development 
would be lower than the 
regional plan 
The archaeological studies to 


be conducted by Dr Hoover are 
required according to the 
guidelines of the National En­ 
vironmental Protection Act and 
the State Water Resources 
Control Board. 
The guidelines are spelled out 
in two segments. One covers a 
general description of the 
project and the other notes that 
the studies are required by the 
National Historical Preserva­ 
tion Act of 1966 
The SWRCB has told the dis­ 
trict that the request for 
the archaeological studies 
report must be complied with 
before the state division of 
w ater quality can uncon­ 
ditionally approve a final EIR. 
“Delays in grant funding can 


result from an inadequate 
treatment of the requirements 
of the NHPA,” the state water 
unit said. 


In other action, the board 
adopted a new fiscal year 
budget with operating expenses 
of $32,515 and retained the pre­ 
sent district tax rate of $1 per 
$100 of assessed valuation 


Directors authorized the dis­ 
trict’s legal firm of Wilson, 
Jones, Morton and Lynch to 
review and prepare written 
comment on the final EIR and 
noted that following a meeting 
of Lynn Hartford, engineer for 
SMID and attorney Peggy 
McElligott. representing the 
Santa Ynez district, set for 
yesterday afternoon, a docu­ 
ment will be drafted which can 
be considered by both the SMID 
and SYCSD board. 


Such a document will be 
necessary, Santa Ynez District 
engineer Bob Flowers told the 
board,for presentation at an ap­ 
peals hearing on the eligibility 
of the river crossing for funding 
and for 100 per cent grant- 
eligible funds for the Santa 
Ynez collection system. The 
hearing w ill be held in 
Sacramento Aug. 23.

Computer 
becomes 
a shrink 


* SALT LAKE CITY (UP!) - 
Psychiatric patients at two 
Utah hospitals are totting their 
troubles to a computer these 
days — and receiving analysis 
which doctors claim is less 
biased and more complete than 
humans can provide. 
A team of psychiatrists and 
psychologists at the University 
of Utah and the Veterans Ad­ 
ministration Hospital pro­ 
grammed a computer to gather 
and analyze clinical data about 
patients and help assess their 
problems 
According to Dr. James H. 
Johnson, project director, a 
CDC 3900 computer has been 
program m ed to produce 
various psychiatric tests and 
questionaires directly on a ter­ 
minal similar to a television 
screen. 
The patient uses the terminal 
to answer questions about his 
medical background and take 
tests dealing with his personal­ 
ity and intellect 
The patient responds private­ 
ly and without intemption fan an 
uninhibited atmosphere. Aa 
each test Is completed, the 
computer analyzes die response 
and prints an individual narra­ 
tive and summary 
“The initial data gathering 
procedure, or intake, used to be 
done by someone who would 
write down die patient's re­ 
sponse on paper, Dr. Ronald 
A. Giannetti, a project re­ 
searcher and instructor in psy­ 
chiatry, said. 
“Personal bias would often 
result in what was written down 
and consequently interpreted. 
Then all the paperwork, often 
changing handa.would take 
days to complete. 
“With the computer, the 
patient’s condition can be 
analysed objectively within 
minutes. It also gives flexibility 
so we can gather data daily on 
the p atien t's treatm en t 
process, do future follow-ups 
and receive valuable feed­ 
back.” 
The actual treatment is 
determined after a staff evalua­ 
tion of the computer printouts. 
The mental health staff then 
enters its daily reports into the 
computer producing a running 
account of each patient's 
progress. 
“This system was developed 
to account for the accessibility 
and fucceas of our treatment 
programs,'

Episcopal woman priest notes 
third anniversary as 'outcast' 


SYRACUSE, N.Y. (UPI) - 
Rev. Betty Bone Scheiss has 
fought the maleness of the 
Episcopal Church for two 
years. 
She began the third year of a 
priesthood not recognized by 
her church with a celebration of 
Mass here last Thursday, and 
the announcement that she is 
forming a new parish to give 
women, alienated by the 
church, “an outlet.” 
Rev. Scheiss and 10 other 
women were ordained Episco­ 
pal priests July 29, 1974, in a 
Philadelphia ceremony, con­ 
trary to church canon. 
She has filed sex discrimina­ 
tion complaints with state and 


federal agencies, and has 
pending a federal court suit 
charging her bishop, the Rt. 
Rev. Ned Cole, and the 
Episcopal Diocese of Central 
New York, with sex discrimina­ 
tion. 
This latest action, which Mrs. 
Scheiss calls “an affirmation” 
of her faith, is, she says, not a 
challenge to the church. 
“Quite the contrary. We must 
make formal application to the 
church to form this parish. 
There is nothing combative. It 
is arranged for by diocesan 
canons.” 
But even if the formation of 
the parish is traditional. Rev. 
Scheiss admits that its focus is 


not. 
“My concern explicitly is in 
the unfinished business having 
to do with women both within 
the church and society,” she 
says. “I’ve experienced the 
pain of that personally. 
“I’m concerned with the vast 
numbers of women who really 
have no place to go if they stay 
within the church.” 
Rev. Scheiss says about 50 
people so far, “predominantly” 
but not exclusively women, 
have decided to form the new 
parish. She says she is “deeply 
humbled” by the response, and 
has seen the need for such a 
parish through years of church 
work.

Sources of Energy—No. 7 of a series 


There’s enough coal to generate 
electricity in the U.S. for centuries. 
But ite no simple energy solution here. 


First s- 
the good news 


The coal resources of the 
United States are large enough 
to satisfy all of the nationfc energy 
needs for 200 years or more. 
Most of it is in the Western states, 
and fortunately much of it is low 
in sulfur content. 
PG&E is actively investigating 
coal as a future fuel for power 
generation, and we have recently 
acquired substantial coal reserves 
in Utah. 


Now, the bad news 


Reliance on coal resources for a 
major part of California^ energy 
supply would create considerable 
logistical and environmental 
problems. 
Unfortunately, there is no coal 
in commercial quantity in Cali­ 
fornia, and the closest is almost 
1,000 miles away. A 2,000 mega­ 
watt power plant would require 
shipments of 137 rail carloads of 
coal a day and burning it would 
produce 900 tons of ash a day— 
a substantial waste disposal 
problem.

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Legislature in 
summer session 


SACRAMENTO (U P I(-T h e 
legislature returns from sum­ 
mer recess today to new 
Capitol chambers % and major 
conservationist proposals to 
preserve the scenic seashore 
and prime agricultural land 
frm overdevelopment. 
The legislature, fresh from 
its five-week vacation, plana to 
meet through the remainder of 
August before calling an end to 
the 1975-76 session and getting 
down to full time electioneer­ 
ing. 
This gives environmentalists 
only 22 scheduled working days 
to push through their two major 
efforts of the session — bills to 
slap permanant restrictions on 
development and use along the 
1,072-mile seashore and on 
nearly 13 m illion acres of 
producing farmland. 
‘Tm quite optimistic about 
the coastal measure and I think 
there is a reasonable chance for 
the other,’* enthused Larry 
Moss, director of the Planning 
and Conservation League. 
But developers and about 50 
assorted organizations are mas­ 
sing their opposition to the two 
lengthy bills in what promises 
to be a hlgh-stakes, loud and 
emotional struggle. 
The legislature also is left to 
resolve lingering proposals that 
would reduce medical malprac­ 
tice insurance rates for doc­ 
tors, ban lotteries for racially in­ 
tegrating school faculties, sell 
the $1.3 m illion governor’s 
mansion, permit the terminally 
HI to opt for natural death, and 
abolish California’s indeter­ 
minate sentences for convicts. 


Beginning with the opening 
gavel Monday and continuing 
for four years, the legislature 
w ill be sitin g in sta rk , 
prefabricated $875,000 cham­ 
bers while the historic West 
Wing of the Capitol undergoes a 
$2 million restoration. 


Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
has thrown his full support 
behind the cuastal protection 
bill (SB1277) which is carried 
by Sen. Jerom e Smith.D- 
Saratoga, and scheduled or a 
vote Aug. 9 in the Assembly 
Resources Committee. The 


measure is a rewritten version 
of legislation which the Senate 
Finance Committee defeated 
earlier in the year. 
Basically, it would impose 
severe statewide restrictions 
cm use of a strip of seashore 
1,000 yards wide, and wider in 
environm entally important 
areas such as the mouths of 
streams. The aim is to channel 
new projects to areas already 
developed, to protect wetlands 
and wildlife habitat and to open 
up greater public access to 
beaches. 
The bill embodies many of 
the recommendations of the 
state Coastal Commission, 
created by voter passage of an 
initiative in 1972 to temporarily 
regulate seaside development 
The commission goes out of 
business at the end of the year 
and there w ill be no state con­ 
trols on the coast unless a new 
bill is passed. 
Assembly Speaker Leo T. Mc- 
Carthy. D-San Francisco, 
another powerful supporter, 
said enactment of the coastal 
bill “ is our No. 1 priority.’ 
"The measure is in excellent 
shape and, without any other 
further fundam ental or 
substantial changes, should be 
enacted into law." 
Sim ilar land-use controls are 
proposed for California’s 12.6 
million acres of prime agricul­ 
tural land and under a bill 
( AB15) by Assemblyman 
C harles W arren , D-Los 
Angeles, which is pending in the 
Senate Natural Resources Com­ 
mittee. A committee vote, is 
planned for Aug. 10. 


The proposal squeaked out of 
the Assembly last January but 
faces a generally hostile 
Senate. 


Brown last week sent letters 
to 200.000 C alifornians, 
at a cost of $60,000, in an effort 
to stimulate a resurgence of in­ 
terest in his medical malprac­ 
tice insurance reform bill. The 
measure (AB29S9) by As­ 
semblyman Howard Berman, 
D-Beverly Hills, was rejected 
once by the Senate Insurance 
Committee, but w ill be recon­ 
sidered on Friday. 
Danube River bridge 
collapses; four dead 


VIENNA. Austria (U P I) - 
Engineering experts say severe 
rusting may have caused the 
collapse of Vienna’s busiest 
bridge over the Damme River. 
Four persons were believed 
dead in the accident, which of­ 
ficials said could have been an 
"unimaginable catastrophe.’* 
Police said they were search­ 
ing for a blue Ford reportedly 
washed away with four young 
people inside when a 500-yard 
section of the 36-year-old 
Retchbruccke broke Into pieces 
and fell into the river early Sun­ 
day. 
The bridge, supported on 
girders and suspended from 
steel pylons, carried up to 800 
cars and streetcars at a time 
during rush hours 
"It would have been an un­ 


imaginable catastrophe if it had 
happened on a weekday," said 
Mayor Leopold Gratz. 
The driver of an empty bus 
escaped wth bruises and shock 
when his vehicle dropped 25 
feet and came to rest on a slab 
of the bridge, with only its 
wheels in the water. 
The occupants of two other 
airs ran to safety, and 100 pas­ 
sengers onboard the Romanian 
river boat Olteniti escaped un­ 
hurt when steel suspension 
cables thrashed down on the 
vessel's stem. 
" I thought I had just hit a 
pothole,** said bus driver 
Emerich Volcsamer. "Sudden­ 
ly the bus began to snake, and 
then I went down with the whole 
bridge, like Id some big 
elevator.’*

Canada lets 
Soviet stay; 
more defect 
MONTREAL (UPI) - Two last-day 
requests for permanent residence status 
in Canada, by persons identified only as 
“connected with the Olympics,” have 
brought to five the number of apparent 
defectors during the Summer Games. 
At least three of the five are Eastern 
Bloc athletes, and one, Soviet diver 
Sergei Nemtsanov, Sunday was given 
special permission to remain in Canada 
pending a resolution of his case. 
An Ottawa immigration department 
spokesman Sunday said the two latest 
requests came within 90 minutes of each 
other that afternoon. 
“They came in and applied for permis­ 
sion to remain in the country and asked 
us to retain the whole thing as confiden­ 
tial,” said the spokesman. 
He declined to say whether the two 
were athletes, “but they are connected 
with the Olympics,“he said. 
He said the two spoke with immigra­ 
tion officers in Montreal. 
Nemtsanov, meanwhile, whose disap­ 
pearance from the Olympic Village last 
Thursday drew a threat from the Soviet 
delegation to withdraw from the 
remainder of be games, was granted a 
“minister's permit” to remain in the 
country. 
It allows the 17-year-old diver to re­ 
main in the country past the Aug. 31 ex­ 
piration date of his Olympic visa. 
“We had a discussion with his lawyers, 
and Sergei was intervewed by a senior 
immigration officer,” said the immigra­ 
tion spokesman. “As a result the permit 
was issued.” 
The permit, described as “routine” by 
immigration officials, was issued just 
after Nemtsanov’* first face-to-face 
meeting with Soviet officials. 
The meeting was arranged by 
Montreal and Toronto lawyers Alex K. 
Paterson and David E. M a the son. both 
working on behalf of the young athlete. It 
was attended by Mentsanov’s Olympic 
team coach and the Soviet consult 
general. 
The lawyers said in a news release 
Nemtsanov told the Soviets “that of his 
own free will he has sought the permis­ 
sion of the minister of immigration to re­ 
main in Canada.” 
The release stated Nemtsanov's 
“profound hope that this request be 
granted.” 
Matheson said later he did not believe 
it in Nemtsanov's “best interests” to 
make further comment on his intentions 
or whereabouts. 
Friday the Soviet Union had 
threatened to pull out of the games if 
Nemtsanov was not returned. They 
charged he may have been kidnapped 
and cited his age in demanding his im­ 
mediate return. 
However they changed their minds 
Saturday and gave in to a plea from the 
International Olympic Committee to 
stay. 


In addition, the tourney will consist of 
one team each from Nevada, Oregon, 
Utah and Arizona; a California Northern 
Section champ, and a Madera host team.

'76 Olympics a success

MONTREAL (UPI) - Forget all that garbage about how 
these could be the last Olympics ever and how maybe there 
may not be another one in Moscow four years from now 
There'll be another one for sure, if for no other reason than 
the Russians can’t wait to show the whole world the way an 
Olympics should REALLY be staged. It’ll be the best one 
ever if the Russians have their way. They broke their necks 
getting the Games. Can you see them pulling out between 
now and October, 1980? I can’t I can’t see them starting 
World War III over a 17-year-old platform diver, either 
The Russians already are negotiating for the tv rights, 
which sold for $28 million this time, and they’re doing 
business exactly like those dirty capitalists All they’re ask­ 
ing is $100 million. Why not? They reached the moon before. 
Who says they can’t again? 
The most serious trouble the Russians will have is putting 
on a better set of Games than those which finished here Sun­ 
day. For my money, this one was the best Olympics of all 
time. Yes. even with all the politics, all the security, all the 
complaints 
What amused me was that everybody connected with the 
Olympics had a different knock against it. Nobody loved it 
except the people, and after all, whose benefit was it for, 
anyway? 
I thought these Olympics had everything, something for 
everybody. No one athlete dominated the Games com­ 
pletely as some had done in the past. Names like Paavo 
Nurmi, Jesse Owens, Fanny Blankers-Koen, Emil Zátopek 
and Mark Spitz come most readily to mind 
For track and field addicts, there was the once-in-a 
lifetime opportunity of seeing Finland’s Lasse Viren become 
the first athlete ever to achieve the 5,080 and 10,000 meter 
“double” two Olympics in a row and then run a splendid 26- 
mile marathon 24 hours later even if he did finish fifth. 
Along with Viren’s excellent showing, there was a 
comparable one by Cuba’s mighty Alberto “The Horse” 


Juan tore na He ran three 800 meter races and as many 400 
meter races in four days and won gold medals in both events. 
For those who love swimming, there were the perfor­ 
mances of John Naber of Menlo Park, Calif., and East Ger­ 
many’s Komelia Ender, both of whom went home with four 
gold medals and one silver, while basketball followers got 
more than their fill watching Yugoslavia upset the U S S R 
and then seeing the United States knock off the Yugoslavs. 
The boxing buffs never had it so good. 
Nino Benvenuti, the former world middleweight champion 
covering the Olympics for a newspaper in Italy, called the 
U.S. boxers the best amateur team he had ever seen, and if 
you happened to catch the Spinks brothers, Michael and 
Leon, from St. Louis, or “Sugar Ray” Leonard from Palmer 
Park, Md , in action, then you know what he’s talking 
about 
Finally, for those much more intrigued by body control 
and precision than by brawn and muscle, there was 
enchanting Nadia Comaneci, the absolutely implacable and 
implausible 14-year-old Romanian girl She didn’t smile 
much, but if you saw the way she handled herself on the un­ 
even parallel bars, the balance beam or the vaulting horse, 
you immediately forgave her. In 30-odd years of watching 
amateur and professional athletes. I’ve never seen one who 
gave a better overall performance than the Comaneci girl 
did here. 
Politics? 
Of course, there were some, as there have been in aU past 
Olympics, and will be in all future ones 
The politics caused some countries to depart but it didn't 
halt the Games. For the most part, the athletes tried to 
sidestep the politics because many of them simply are 
apolitical anyway. 
The end of each Olympics always offers me hope, so no 
matter what anybody else says, they can’t possibly be that 
bad

The North All-Stars Saturday followed 
in the footsteps of the five preceding 
North All-Star teams, losing to the South 
in the annual Santa Barbara County All- 
Star Football Game. 
This time it was 10-7 in the game 
played before a fair-sized crowd at 
LaPlaya Stadium in Santa Barbara. 
The North didn’t come away empty- 
handed. They set a series record — for 
frustration. The first seven times they 
had possession erf the football, until near 
the end of the third quarter, the North 
managed to give it right back to the 
South each time on some sort of eiTor. 
In those seven frustrating mini-drives, 
the North fumbled the ball away three 
times (twice just after first downs), had 
three drives thwarted by costly 15-yard 
penalties, and twice fumbled on key 
downs, forcing punting situations. 
And yet the North looked like they had 
a dandy chance to win the thing in the 
final quarter, as North tailback Ricky 
Johnson, who was held to 25 yards 
rushing in the first half, began to warm 
up. 
The North trailed 10-0 at halftime But 
near the end of the third quarter Johnson 
broke free around left end and ran 40 
yards to the South 10. It took the 6-0,190- 
pound Woody Hayes recruit two more 
carries to crunch in for the touchdown, 
and Henry Oliveira’s PAT kick made it 
10-7. 
The North got the ball back just after 
the start of the fourth quarter, and with 
Johnson and fullback Rick Walker taking 
turns pounding at the South defense, 
moved the ball to the South 19-yard line, 
first down. 
Then, as the North’s grandstand 
coaches howled, quarterback Oliveira 
threw two incomplete passes. On third 
down, a pitchout was fumbled and the 
North was through. 
Why did North coach Mike Warren 
suddenly go to the air in that situation, 
when the team’s passing attack had been 
poor all afternoon and Johnson and 
Walker were running well? 
“We didn’t feel like we could run the 
ball every down,” said Warren. “Maybe 
we should have. Those (passes) were 
things we thought we had set up, but they 
didn’t work out. Maybe we should have 
stayed with the things that we had done 
real well so far.” 
Warren asked how many times 
Johnson had carried the ball. He was told 
23. 
“That’s not enough,” said Warren. We 
should have given it to him about 10 more 
times.” 
Johnson wound up with 144 yards on 23 
carries, accounting for all but 24 of the 
North’s total offensive yards. Walker has 
23 yards on eight carries. The North 
completed just one pass, for minus yar­ 
dage. 
The North defense turned in a very 
creditable performance. It took some 
bulls-eye passing by South quarterback 
Jim Cappon and a 41-yard field goal by a 
guy who didn’t even kick for his team 
last year (Bob Wei rum of San Marcos) to 
beat the North. 
Cappon hit on eight of 15 passes for 129 
yards, including a 14-yard touchdown 
strike to Rich Escalera in the first 
quarter. Cappon completed passes to 
five different receivers. 
After that lone TD, the South never 
again got inside the North 20-yard line 
Prior to the game, Warren had said, 
“They (the South) are going to have to do 
well with drop-back passing to win, I 
believe.” 
It wasn’t that the North secondary was 
weak, but Cappon said his receivers 
looked like they ’d been working together 
two years, not two weeks, with crisp 
routes and line-drive passes.

NEWTOWN, Conn (UPI) — Bruce 
Jenner’s high school track conch says 
even when Jenner was a teen-ager it was 
apparent the future Olympic decathlon 
champion was a superb athlete. 
Roger Streeter, who coached Jenner at 
Newtown High School in 1967-'68, said 
Jenner was a natural athlete.

Ewing is promoter of the 
latest big city phenomenon to 
hit this rural Georgia village 
since Carter won the Democrat­ 
ic presidential nomination — a 
30-minute guided tour that goes 
for 92.50 a head, with a special 
price of 11.50 for children. 
Ads for the tour, posted at 
strategic spots around town, 
give an 
itinerary which in­ 
cludes such enlightening points 
as “where Jimmy had his tree 
house,” the former hospital 
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where Carter’s mother. Miss 
Lillian, did her nurse’s training, 
and the public housing apart­ 
ment where Jimmy lived in 
1963. 
Ewing’s full time job during 
the school year is as a physics 
instructor at nearby Georgia 
Southwestern College. He is a 
part time volunteer worker at 
the Carter campaign headquar­ 
ters, but the tour is his own 
business venture and the 
proceeds go into his own pocket. 
“Public service is a good 
thing,” said Ewing, “but it 
doesn’t hurt to help yourself 
either. I hope it will turn out to 
be profitable.” 
Carter’s relatives, most nota­ 
bly his cousin, Hugh Carter, 
also have jumped to take ad­ 
vantage of the business windfall 
that has hit Plains. 
Hugh’s previous claim to 
fame was as operator of the 
world’s largest hybrid red 
worm farm for fishing en­ 
thusiasts. Now he holds forth at 
an antique store located catty-

University archeological team 
finds ancient Chumash village 


SANTA PAULA (UPI) - The 
discovery of an Indian village, 
buried under silt for nearly 200 
years, was reported today at 
Femdale Ranch by a university 
archeological team.

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The discovery of the site of 
the village of Mupu, believed a 
center of the Chumash tribe of 
coastal Indians, was made 
when archeologists were called 
in to help prepare an environ­ 
mental impact statement of a 
site selected for a new college 
campus. 


The site is about one and one- 
half miles north of Santa Paula 
in Ventura County, about 15 
miles from the coast and 


believed the farthest inland the 
Chumash ever settled. 
Dr. Allen Pastron, professor 
of Archeology at University of 
Santa Clara, said it was the 
most important Chumash vil­ 
lage excavated during the pagt 
20 years. 
The Chumash are believed to 
have occupied the 10-acre site 
for about 400 years until about 
1790, he said. The Chumash ex­ 
isted in Southern California, 
usually along a narrow coastal 
strip, from about 1,000 A.D. 
Pastron said burial grounds 
and artifacts, including glass 
beads made in Italy and used 
for trading by early explorers, 
were found in abundance by stu- 
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SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Because of California’s severe 
drought, rolling blackouts are 
very much a possibility in 
Northern California in the next 
few months, according to the 
Pacific Gas & Electric Co. 
A spokesman said Sunday 
that th ere th ere may be 
“sequentional curtailments ’ in 
which electric power circuits 
would be turned off “ for at 
least one hour each day.”

The weather crisis has dried 
up some northern California 
reservoirs, and others are ap­ 
proaching record, low levels. 
The utility spokesman said 
threshhold 
levels at which 
blackouts would be considered 
would be when the temperature 
is more than 80 in Oakland and 
San Jose, and over 100 at 
Sacramento, Fresno, Red Bluf, 
Stockton. Santa Rosa and 
Bakersfield. 
There would not be power 
shutoffs for police, fire depart­ 
ments. major hospital equip­ 
ment. radio and television sta­ 
tions, prisons, air traffic con­ 
trol. most street lights, oil 
refineries, and facilities han­ 
dling sewage, water supply, gas 
and electricity.

MIAMI (UPI) - A tropical 
disturbance is crossing the 
Atlantic Ocean, slowly heading 
for the Windward Islands on the 
eastern boundary of the Carib­ 
bean Sea.
